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PROCEEDINGS. 


Thursday,  September  18,  1924. 
Proceedings  of  the  tenth  Annual  Session  of  the  North  East  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  United  American  Free  Will  Baptist  Woman's  Home  Mission 
Society  convened  with  Mount  Calvary  Church,  Pitt  County,  N.  C,  Septem- 
ber 18  and  19,  1924,  at  eleven  o'clock.  Mrs.  Olivia  Hardy,  President,  presid- 
ing. Rev.  A.  Freeman  called  the  house  to  order  by  singing  hymn  "Am  I  a 
Soldier  of  .  the  Cross?"  Prayer  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Brown.  Second  hymn,  "A 
charge  to  keep  I  have."  Rev.  Freeman  read  the  23rd  Psalm.  After  which 
he  introduced  Rev.  W.  B.  Murphy,  the  Introductor.  He  came  to  us  in  his 
own  way  and  chose  for  his  text  the  2nd  Kings  8th  chapter  and  8th  verse. 
Rev.  Murphy  proved  himself  a  pulpit  orator  and  every  one  was  lifted  up  that 
heard  him.  Then  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis  asked  Sister  Mia  Joyner  and  Sister 
Tilley  Burney  to  escort  the  President  and  the  other  officers  of  the  Conven- 
tion to  their  seats.  After  this  was  done  Rev.  Artis  introduced  the  President 
to  the  Convention.  Then  the  President  introduced  the  other  officers  of  the 
cabinet.  Finding  the  Secretary  absent  she  appointed  Sister  Rosa  Ellison 
in  her  place.  Then  she  delivered  her  annual  address  which  was  very  instruc- 
tive as  to  the  work.  She  was  followed  by  the  other  officials  who  made  short 
but  timely  remarks.  The  President  then  declared  the  house  in  order  for 
business.  First  order  of  business  was  calling  the  roll  of  officers  which  was 
done. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  following  committees  be  appointed: 
Committee  on  Finance — Rev.  P.  T.  Chapman,  Sister  Ada  Williams,  Sister 
Clara  Barrett. 

Committee  on  Credentials — W.  H.  Darden,  Sister  Tilley  Burney,  Sister 
Francis  Johnson. 

The  President  called  off  at  this  point  until  2.30  p.  m. 
"Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds."  was  lined  and  sung. 

Just  then  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  made  their  report  as  follows: 
That  the  meeting  close  at  5  o'clock  and  open  at  7:30.  Preaching  at  8  by 
Rev.  L.  M.  Mills;  open,  Rev.  Darden  preach  Open  to-morrow  morning  at  9:00 
o'clock  and  adjourn  at  1  p.  m.  Intermission. 


THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION- 

Promntly  at  2:30  p.  m.  the  Convention  re-assembled.  The  house  was  called 
to  order  by  singing  an  anthem,  "I  know  He  is  mine"  led  by  Sister  Francis 
Johnson.  Second  hymn,  "Are  ye  washed  in  the  Blood  of  the  Lamb."  Prayer 
was  offered  by  Rev.  Sister  Mary  Bradley.  Then  Sister  Bertha  Smith  sang 
"We  shall  rise."    The  meeting  was  then  in  the  hands  of  the  President. 

She  arose  and  asked  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Convention  that  the  meet- 
ing might  be  carried  on  in  a  godly  like  manner  that  all  might  enjoy  equal 
rights.    She  declared  the  house  in  order  for  business. 

Moved  by  S'ister  Shelley  Harper  that  the  roll  of  members  be  calld  and 
dues  collected.  Motion  prevailed.  On  calling  Brother  Dempsey  Moore's 
name  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis  moved  that  Brother  Moore  be  exempt  from  payment 
of  dues.    Seconded  by  Rev.  Darden. 

By  order  of  the  President  business  was  called  off. 

Rev.  K.  W.  Artis  was  asked  to  introduce  the  different  speakers.  First  was 
Editor  J.  W.  C.  Smith,  of  Kinston,  N.  C,  who  made  us  some  brief  but  interest/ 
ing  remarks  concerning  the  work  of  women.  Next  was  Prof  L  B  Rasberry 
President  of  Kinston  College,  Kinston,  N.  C,  who  informed  us  of  the  need

of  our  work  and  the  good  we  were  doing,  especially  for  the  school  at  Kin- 
ston.  He  stated  that  the  school  was  now  standardized  and  much  credit  was 
due  to  the  women.  Then  Rev.  B.  M.  Hill,  the  Moderator  of  the  North  West 
Conference,  spoke  very  encouraging  words.  Looking  through  the  crowd  the 
President  finds  Mrs.  Eveline  Rasberry,  the  matron  of  Kinston  College,  and 
asked  her  to  speak.  She  arose  and  advised  the  mothers  concerning .  their 
daughters  and  the  interest  that  they  should  take  in  them. 

Then  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  made  their  report  as  follows: 
Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner  to  open  and  Rev.  E.  H.  Cox  to  preach  at  eight  o'clock 
tonight,  services  to  be  closed  by  Rev.  Mills. 
Homes  were  assigned. 


THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION- 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  the  appointed  hour.  The  Sisters  that 
were  appointed  to  hold  prayer  service  were  on  the  job.  Song  by  Sister 
Beulah  Riggins  who  read  a  portion  of  the  seventh  chapter  of  St.  Matthew. 

Prayer  by  Sister  Mary  Austin.  "Amazing  Grace,"  was  sung,  lined  by  S'ister 
Bertha  Smith.  Second  prayer  by  Sister  Bertha  Smith.  "Way  over  in  the 
promised  land,"  was  freely  sung  and  a  continuation  of  song  and  testimonies 
until  every  one  who  witnessed  the  meeting  was  benefitted.  The  President 
introduced  Rev.  L.  M.  Mills.  Rev.  Mills  came  to  us  and  lined  hymn  No.  129, 
"Am  I  a  Soldier  of  the  Cross,"  and  read  a  portion  of  the  twenty-first  chapter 
of  the  first  Corinthians.  Prayer  by  Rev.  E.  H.  Cox.  S'econd  hymn  No.  132, 
"I  love  thy  kingdom.  Lord."  Rev.  Mills  then  introduced  Rev.  W.  H.  Darden. 
Rev.  Darden  preached  from  Nehemiah  ninth  chapter  and  17th  verse.  He 
delivered  to  us  one  of  the  best  sermons  of  his  life.  Then  the  President  in- 
troduced the  Mistress  of  Ceremonies,  Mrs.  Pennie  Pugh.  Sister  Pugh  in- 
troduced Sister  Rosa  Sparklin  who  delivered  the  welcome  address;  responded 
to  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Brown.  Then  Rev.  B.  M.  K.  Stephens  and  Sister  Mary  J. 
Grimes,  the  public  collectors,  took  up  the  neat  sum  of  $16.91.  Last  prayer 
by  Bro.  J.  L.  Farmer.    Homes  assigned.  Intermission. 


FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION. 

At  9  o'clock  A.  M.  service  began  by  singing  hymn  No.  131,  "Oh  for  a  closer 
walk  with  God,"  lined  by  Sister  J.  P.  Gardner.  Scripture  reading  by  Sister 
Bertha  Smith  from  the  eighth  chapter  of  Romans.  Prayer  by  Sister  STielley 
Harper.  Second  hymn,  "Father,  I  stretch  my  hands  to  Thee.  Prayer  by 
the  Vice-President.  "Glory  in  my  soul,"  was  sung.  Then  the  President 
announced  the  house  in  order  for  any  legal  business  that  might  come  before 
it.  First  order  of  business  was  the  calling  of  the  roll  of  officers.  Moved  by 
Sister  Bessie  Jackson  the  roll  be  called,  seconded  by  Sister  Sarah  Mills. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  yesterday's  proceedings  be  read  and  adopted  with 
the  necessary  corrections.  Then  the  Credential  Committee  was  set  to  work. 
Doors  were  opened  for  "joiners.  Next  the  different  committees  were  appoint- 
ed. S'ee  committees.  Next  was  taking  in  letters.  Then  the  Credential  Com- 
mittee made  their  report.  Rev.  K.  W.  Artis  moved  that  Rev.  Starr  Hicks, 
of  Kinston,  N.  O.,  the  General  Missionary  of  the  Nortfe  West  Convention, 
have  a  seat  in  the  Convention.  Granted. 

Then  we  proceeded  to  take  in  letters. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  dinner  the  President  asked  Rev.  Artis  to 
introduce  the  different  missionaries.  First  was  Bro.  Starr  Hicks,  who  came 
to  us  suggesting  plans  for  us  to  work  by,  which  were  highly  appreciated  by 
the  Convention.  Next  was  Rev.  Sister  Mary  Bradley,  the  fraternal  delegate 
of  the  North  West  Woman's  Home  Missions,  and  made  us  one  of  the  best 
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talks  of  her  life.  Sister  Sarah  Mills  and  Sister  L.  T.  Tatum  were  appointed 
to  open  at  2:30  p.  m.  "My  faith  looks  up  to  Thee,"  was  sung  hy  the  Presi- 
dent. Intermission. 


FRIDAY  EVENING  SESSION. 

The  house  was  called  to  order  by  singing  an  anthem,  "I  live  on",  by  Sister 
Bertha  Smith.  Steripture  reading  from  the  tenth  chapter  of  Revelations 
was  read  by  I.  J.  Joyner.  Prayer  by  Sister  Annie  Bishop.  "Are  you  washed 
in  the  Blood?"  was  sung  by  Sister  Hooks?  Prayer  by  S'ister  Blow.  Then 
"All  aboard"  was  sung.  The  President  then  declared  the  house  in  order  for 
business.  Then  we  took  in  the  remainder  of  the  letters.  Then  the  Commit- 
tee on  Arrangements  reported:  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner  to  open  and  Rev.  B.  H. 
Cox  to  preach  at  eight  o'clock  tonight. 

Then  Rev.  W.  B,  Murphy  spoke  on  the  work.  Then  Sister  Tlllie  Barney, 
of  Burney  Chapel,  handed  Sister  President  ten  dollars  on  the  drive. 

The  different  committees  made  their  reports    See  reports. 

Then  a  motion  prevailed  that  the  indebtedness  of  the  Convention  be  paid. 

Then  the  fraternal  delegate  made  her  report.    See  reports. 

Then  the  Missionar.ies  of  this  Convention  made  their  report.  S'ee  reports. 
Then  Sister  L..  T.  Ham  was  elected  General  Missionary  over  the  field.  We 
retain  the  same  missionary. 

Motion  prevailed  that  Sister  Ella  Joiner  be  the  fraternal  eelegate  to  the 
North  West  Woman's  Home  Mission  Convention  and  paid  her  seven  dollars. 

Motion  prevailed  that  S'ister  Ella  Joiner  be  the  fraternal  delegate  to  the 
East  Annual  Conference  and  paid  her  eight  dollars  and  ten  dollars  repre- 
senting fees.  All  officers  were  re-elected  except  the  Secretaries  who  were 
elected  at  this  sitting:  Sister  Pennie  Pugh  Secretary,,  Sister  Rosa  Ellison 
Assistant  Secretary.  Motion  prevailed  that  Sister  Pugh  should  be  the  Com- 
piler and  paid  her  $15.00. 

The  churches  that  asked  for  the  Convention  were  Warren  Chapel,  Maple 
Chapel,  Haddock's  Chapel,  St.  Matthew.  As  St.  Matthew  received  the  high- 
est vote  the  next  meeting  will  be  held  at  St.  Matthew,  Beaufort  county, 
Thursday  before  the  third  Sunday  in  September,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five.    Introductors:  Rev.  L.  K.  Daniel  and  Rev.  E.  M.  Smith. 

Then  the  President  asked  the  Convention  to  help  Bro.  Robert  Dupree, 
the  blind  man.    We  gave  him  four  dollars  and  one  penny. 

Then  Sister  Sarah  Mills,  Sister  Olivia  Ormond  and  Sister  Lizzie  Tatum 
were  appointed  to  open  tonight  at  sevent  thirty  o'clock. 

Benediction  by  Rev.  Mills. 


FRIDAY  NIGHT  SESSION. 

At  the  appointed  time  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  appointed 
sisters  by  singing  '"Tis  Jesus  Christ  I  want  to  find,"  followed  by  prayer  and 
song  until  the  holy  ghost  had  its  way.  Next  Rev.  A.  H.  Moore  lined  hymn 
"Try  us  O  God,  and  search  the  Ground  of  every  sinful  heart."  Scripture  read- 
ing from  Galatians  the  5th  chapter.  Prayer  by  Rev.  Isaac  Heath.  "I  got 
a  home  right  over  yonder,"  was  freely  sung.  Rev.  Moore  introduced  Rev. 
E.  H.  Cox  who  preached  from'  St.  John  eighth  chapter  and  32nd  verse.  Rev. 
Cox  proved  himself  a  preacher.  The  whole  Convention  complimented  him 
through  Rev.  Moore.  Then  Sister  Pugh  introduced  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner, 
the  Moderator  of  the  North  Bast  Conference,  who  spoke  very  encouraging 
of  the  work. 

Next  came  the  public  collectors  who  raised  the  sum  of  $14.28. 
Then  Sister  Mattie  Travis  asked  an  offering  of  this  Convention  and  was 
given  three  dollars  and  ten  cents. 
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Meeting  closed  to  meet  again  September  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five 
at  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Beoufort  County,  N.  C.

PROCEEDINGS. 


The  thirteenth  annual  session  of  the  Nlorth  East  Annual  Convention  of 
the  United  American  Freewill  Baptist  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  was 
held  with  Union  Grove  Church,  Pitt  County^  N.  C,  Sept.  15  and  16,  1927.
